In spite of the mixup, Central Station 


officer John Meeks stated that “because of 
community protests submitted at the 
hearing, we have recommended against 
approving the pool hall application.” 


The officer also commented that， 


Surprisingly“the person who filed the 
permit didn'teven show up.” 


Meeks stated that the police chief has 
traditionally gone along with a district 
Station' s recommendation and he expects 
Jordan to turn down the application. 

The pool hall near Grant Ave., would 
have been close to St. Mary S School，

Some of those guys can appreciate democ- 
Iacy and freedom, because they come from 
countries which don't have it. 工 m address- 
ing myself to good old American-born， 
American-educated, college graduates. 
People, who except for their refusal to vote， 
could be classified as good people. 

Every tme I read about people in other 
countries literally killing each other for the 
right to vote, [wonder what makes voting 
SO precious to them. Even here in the US， 
during the civil rights movement of the 
“00'`s, people were Shot at and killed when 
they fought for the right of black people to 
vote.

When you really think about it what 
does this country ask of its citizens in 
exchange for living in a free and reasonably 
democratic society? Barring taxes, not 3 
whole lot. Perhaps therein lies the prob- 
lem. We ve been getting a free ride for So 
long, that weresentanyiintrusion Into OUT 
pursuit of our Individualist goals whether 
they be for wealth or enlightenment.

In 1953, he was presented with the 
James E. Sullivan Award, the most 
prestigious award given to outstandirng 
amateur athletes ithe US. The State 
Department Sent him on a goodwill 
exhibition tour through 10 different 
Southeast Asian countries. He toured the 
World, expounding on the freedoms and 
Opportunities available in the US. He would

TORCH RUNNER 

Lee was Presldent Elisenhower S 
personal representative to the 1956 Olym- 
pics in Melbourne, Australia. and a 
member of the Presidential council on 
Physical Fitness and Sports between 1970 
and 1975 under President Nixon. He served 
as Nixon s personal representative to the 
1972 Olympics in Munich, Germany. He 
Was also named a White House Fellow in 
1981 by President Reagan. He has coached 
both American and international diving 
teams, as well as individual divers，includ- 
ing Olympic gold medalist Greg Louganis， 
Who he describes as“another Son.” Durnng 
the 1984 Olympics in LA, he was a proud 
Olympic torch runner and flag bearer. Lee 
looks forward to representing the US in the 
upcoming Olympics in Korea. 

Lee explains his philosophy of life， 工 
believe that success in life is like the steps 
of a ladder, with each step being necessary 
in order to get to the top of our life's 
ambition.

Conference. However; Idid take exception 
to the premises underlying your remarks, SO 


let me outline my concerns. 
Iagree with you that service Should be 
color-blind; that there should be no such 


things as an Asian administrator or a white 
administrator or a black administrator. But 


the fact of the matter is, Service is not, as 


yoOu Say “color-blind.”IEitreally were, we 


wouldn't have a Situation which necesSi- 
tates the creation of affirmative action 
programs. - 


I agree that there should be equal oppor- 
tunity，at leastb that's what our constitution 
guarantees, on paper. Affirmative action; as 


You say，helps implement equal opportu- 
nity.” And you admit that we have been 


denied equal participation. So far, so good. 


But then, we part company. As far asI 
am concerned, the Significant issues are 


your unquestioning acceptanmce of assuimnp- 
tions underlying the assessment criteria for 


dualifications for participating in higher 
education, on the one hand, and your 
ignoring the fact that adherence to these 
ideals are differentially applied insofar as 
the racialethnic minorities are concerned. 


Let s analyze Some of the consequences of 


accepting Such premises， 


Not only is your analysis as to our “so- 


called "strengths and weaknesses Stere- 
otypic but the assessments of them are 
based on dominant society assumptions 
Which have given those in control of the 
dominant society the rationale to “keep us 
in Our place.” Why should we blame 


ourselves, for example, and conclude that, : 


because of our Sub-cultural patterns, we 
lack the confidence in our ability to move 
up through the systemy Isn'tit rather, the 
reality of raclism whichb has blocked the 


Iacial ethnic minorities from full participa- 


tion in the Societyy Why turn that around 
andblame it on the ethnics? Worse yetb， 
Why reinforce the internalization of these 
externally imposed standards, So that it 


results in a negative assesSsment of our real 


life experiences and self hate becomes 3 
part of our psyches? 

Probably more pernicious are the SO- 
called strengths” you outline, the model- 
minority myth stereotype. What you have 


listed are ideal value types, and as Such, are 
abstract analytical Symbols Signifying pure 
ideal values. Even if some of us approached 


these ijdeal values, it may be at a psSycho- 
logical cost, for it has resulted in us being 
categorized as 110% American by Some 
Social Scientists, 1.e. behaviorally, we 
adhere closer to the ideal norms than OUT 
White compatriots. But has this overcom- 
pensation appreciably changed our ability 
to participate in SOme Sectors of OUr 


SOCiety? 

Furthermore, what I find particularity 
deleterious is that, to the extent that we 
Superficially internalize these ideal values 
and use them as a frame of reference, we 
WwWil apply these ideals to curtail the 
participation of our fellow ethnic minori- 
tes. Not only does this place us in the 
position of perpetuating racial discrimina- 
ton butb as agents for the dominant society 


position;, it relieves and absolves "the 
SOCiety” from direct blame for the condition 
of unequal participation. 

Iam not advocating the use of two 
standards. Iam protesting the use of a 
double standard when adherence to the 
ideal middle class values is the mechanism 
used to Screen Out the ethnic candidates 
while not migorously being applied to 
Whites. How else would one account for the 
absence of these 110% Americans in 
leadership roles in our SOciety2 

And have you noted the changing 
standards used in the implementation of 
admission in OUr institutions of higher 
learning? They were using grades as a 
criterion until they found an “alarming” 
number of Asian students in the student 
body. Then anumber of alternative tactics 
were used, Such as placing increasing 
emphasis upon “verbal” scores and 
participation in extra-curricular School 
activities forcing the Asian American 
parents into Some weird adaptive actions. 
Auand Bunzel have shown how population 
statistics have been.manipulated to delimit 
Asian American admilssionSs. These factors， 
in addition to others, have provided the 
basis for the challenge by Asian Americans 
of the University of California's discrimi- 
natory admission practices. 

Your usage of metaphors Such as 
“fenced inside certain units，and“a 
Ieservation for minority activists，are 
objectionable characterizations of Ethnic 
9Studies. There are Significant contributions 
by Scholars, but these were made only by 
establishing an independent field of study 
because of a hostile environment It is 
particularly galling wben these IEferences 
are used by a chief executive of an institu-

tion that houses an excellent Ethnic Studies 
Program, the only one of its kind in the 
nation. Why not refer to the traditional 
departments as“fenced in reservations for 
White males2” 

This brings me to affirmative action. 
The purpose of affirmative action is not to 
have “tokenism” or SOmeone “less than 
quajlified.” The purpose of the affirmative 
action process ls to ensure that everyone 
has an equal opportunity and not the biased 
implementation resulting in the inequities 
Which currently exist. The purpose is to 
make Sure that our real life experiences 
conform to 由 he democratic jideals set forth 


in our constittution, with its 26 amendments. 


Further it ls to Temind those ethnic 
minorities who enter those sectors of 
SOciety heretofore notreadily accessible, of 
the inequities, So that they will ensure 由 at 
affirmative action be a consistent policy 
Tigorously implemented in the future. 

Letme also remind you that affirmative 
action most certainly was an important 
variable in the selection process when you 
became President. There were candidates 
Who, unlike yourself, had executive 
experience as presidents of educational 
institutions. While you had been a provosb 
you had no prior experience as a president. 
You were notequally qualified insofar as 
actual experience was concermed, but you 
Were perceived to have had the potential to 
take the chief executive responsibilities at 
this university. I firmly believe that if it had 
not been for the general civil rights 
movement and, more Specifically, the 
initiation of the affirmative action program， 
you would not have been appointed 
President of San Francisco State University， 

You might ask, “What about Hay- 
akawa2” He was Summarily appointed by 
the trustees in the middle of a crisis， 
PrIIimarily because he was willing to act at 
their behest and use any means to crush the 
Strike. He proves the point of the use of 
double standards, as he was appointed 
without any prior administrative experience 
and foregoing the normal selection proce- 
dures, which include consultative proc- 
esSseS. Hayakawa had no administrative 
experience in all his years at San Francisco 
State, noteven as a chair of his department. 
Ultimately it is an irony for us, an alto- 
gether familiar use of an ethnic minority 
“to do the job.” 

TIam convinced that a complete affirma- 
tive action program must include a rigorous 
Ie-examination of the standards themselves 
to elliminate blases and to see that these 
standards are equally implemented for all 
citizens of our Society. As long as the 
outcomes Temain unchanged, the curtail- 
mentof a full and equal participation of the 
Iacial/ethnic minorities in higher education 
Iemains a Continuous indictment of the 
current Tacist practices of our society.
